No doubt the majority of residents, if 
asked, would reply that the worst fears 
entertained at the beginning of last year 
had been realised ; yet the trade reports 
we have ablished do not show any 
marked falling-off, the Customs returns 
are not particularly disheartening, if they 
show a temporary check to the progress 
of foreign trade, and our municipal re- 
venue, which seemed most likely of all to 
show a shrinkage, has given, as we learn 
from the annual report just issued, a 
net increase of some twenty thousand 
taels, or about. four per cent, over 
the estimates, without any increase in 
taxation. When people want to econo- 
mise, by the way, they are apt to

issue shows, we are grateful to say, any 
diminution this year. 

‘The comparative statement of the 
Couneil’sestimated andactual receipts for 
1892will be found on page338 of the Re- 
port, and it is most gratifying to seo that 
of the twenty-five accounts to which 
the current revenue is credited, only four 
showed any decrease, the falling-off 
being trivial in every case. The land 
tax was estimated to bring in Ts. 
67,780, and it fell short by Tis. 58.47 ; 
the foreign liquor-sellers’ licences were 
estimated to bring in Tis, 1,200, and 
they fell short by 'T'ls. 73.82 ; the water 
carts were expected to contribute ‘Ils, 
260, and they fell short by Tis. 19.19. 
As regards this item of revenue, it would 
be a general relief to the foreign public 
if it were abolished altogether by the 

rohibition of these nuisances ; but as 
for some time much of the water sup- 
plied by the Waterworks Company has 
not been much better than the river 
water au naturel, we can hardly force 
the Chinese to abandon the cheaper 
fluid. Finally, interest was estimated 
at Tis, 2,000 and it fell short by Ts.

Wheelbarrows, which there 
was some fear would suffer from the 
imposition of certain very necessary 
restrictions, were estimated to produce 
Tis. 7,500, aguinst Tis. 7,885.90 re- 
ceived in 1891; the actual revenue 
from them was Tis. 9,035.39. We 
may here point out again, as we have 
pointed before, as a fact to be con- 
sidered by those who grumble at the 
inconvenience caused by the way many 
of our thoroughfares are thronged by 
native carriages, jinricshas and’ wheel- 
barrows, that while the total cost of 
maintaining our roads and’ bridges, ex- 
clusive of course of office expenses, was 
under Tis. 60,500, the license fees alone 
on native carriages, carts; jiuricshas, and 
wheelbarrows amounted to almost exact~ 
ly Tis. 62,000. In fact, with the pre- 
sent taxation we should be a very 
prosperous community now, munici~ 
pally considered, but for the very high 
figures to which the cast of administra- 
tion has been allowed to mount. But 
this is a subject we must consider more 
fully when we come to the ques- 
tion of the estimated expenditure for 
the year. To return to the receipts. 
The next large increase over the 
estimates is in the Local Post Office 
aceount. This branch was’ estimated 
to produce Tis, 5,600, against the 
receipt of Tis. 5,588.26 in 1891; it 
actually: produced Ts, 8,166.90, a gain 
of ‘I'ls. 2,566.90, or nearly 50 per cent, 
We cannot honestly congratulate the 
Local Postmaster on this increase, be- 
cause much of it was due to a direct 
breach of faith with subscribers to the 
institution, who have always under- 
stood that their subscription covered 
letters to them from cntgerts, etc., as 
well as. their outward letters. An 
arbitrary change, however, was made in 
this in June last, as will be found stated 
on page 120 of the Report. It is always 
a question how far a Council, which is 
only elected for a year and may be 
succeeded by a body of members hold- 
ing very different views, is justified in 
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making a sw change—ever on 
the advice of the head of 

ment—in an institution which has 
worked well and satisfactorily for some 
five-and-twenty years. 

‘The other items of increase, on stock 
and stores, &c., &c., are hardly to 
be classed under the head of current 
revenue. What we have to congratulate 
ourselves on is, that not only does the 
regular revenue show a net gain of some 
twenty thousand taels over the estimates, 
but it “also shows -a net-gain-of some 
eleven thousand taéls over''the”actual 
receipts under the same heads in 1891, 
without any accompanying increase in 
the rates of taxation.

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THE BURMA “TRIBUTE” 
MISSIONS. 
y 25th Feb. 
Accorpixe to our latest information 
from London, the couferences. between 
the British and Chinese representatives 
in regard to the general principlés on 
which the delimitation of the boundaries 
between Burma and China was to be 
carried ‘out,’ were proceeding “at the 
Foreign Office. But their ‘course has 
been, we believe, far indeed from smooth. 
Where have been at least two pitched 
battles in consequence of disagreeable 
demands on behalf of the Chinese Gov- 
* ernment, one of which led to a total 
suspension of the conferences for some 
weeks, Broadly speaking, these de- 
mands are understood to have reference 
to the concessions which the British 
authorities were willing to make in 
1886, and which the Chinese now seek 
to revive. 

We have already told in these columns 
the story of the negotiations of 1886, 
when Upper Burma was annexed to the 
British crown, and we observe that in 
the introduction to his new book’ on 
Burma, General Macmation copies the 
article in which we did so,in eatenso, 
admitting its accurdcy and at the same 
time hazarding the guess that the article 
in question was “inspired.” We are not 
in a position to inform the gallant author 
whether his'guess is correct or not; but 
we are able to supply him with further 
information on the subject, which he 
may use in the second edition which 
his book deserves and is pretty certain 
to reach. * It will’be remembered that 
while the Marquis Tséng in~ London 
was pressing Lord Rosebery for con- 
cessions, atid, as we shall show present- 
ly, getting them, the Secretary of State 
was instructing Mr. O’Conor in Peking 
to try and come toa settlement with the 
Chinese Government over their Minis- 
ter’s head. ‘The result was the con- 
vention of July 24th, 1886, which 
the Marquis ‘I'séng first heard of 
“when it was published in the columns 
of the Times, At this moment the 
Marquis had obtained from Lord 
Rosebery the following large and impor- 
tant concessions :—(1) All the Shan 
States east of the Salween to be ceded to 
China; (2) Navigation of the Irrawaddy 
for Chinese vessels on the same terms 
as those under the British flag; (3) The 
establishment of a Chinese port in the 
Irrawaddy to the north of Bamo, 
between the ‘Taping and Bolé rivers, 
which was to be opened to British trade 
in the same terms as Lungchow and 
Méngtze are to the trade of Tongking. 
‘he Marquis wanted more than these ; 
but these were conceded. 

‘Then came the clandestine (using 
the word in no offensive sense). Con- 
vention of July, 1886, in which no 
reference was made to these large con- 
cessions, but which merely provided 
that the British Government -should 


agree not to press the demand for pass- 








for the. Macaulay Mission to 
sand 'that,,a decennial embassy 
composed of{personsi:of. the. Burmese 
race should “as -hetetofore -go from 
Burma to Peking. It has altvays 
seemed to us that this treaty of 1886, 
when the attendant circumstances are 
considered is, as we remarked the other 
day,’ one of the most striking examples 
in our experience of grasping at the 
shadow and losing the substance. Here 
were large, substantial and rational: ad- 
vantages secured for China—increase’ of 
territory, increase of ‘trade, incrédse 
of influence and power in a remote 
corner of her -domiaions—and they 
‘were all:thrown away, for what ? For 
trumpery concession about a journey‘ of 
some Burman priests once ia ten years. 
The episode would be incredible if it 
were not a fact, so to speak, of yesterday. 
The idea of a mission from Burma may 
cause some foolish and short-sighted 
officials in Peking to swell with pride, 
as showing a sort of dependence :of 
Burma upon China. ‘In any other coun- 
tty this’ foolish and” meaningless. éere- 
mony would be carefully avoided as a 
periodical reminder of the loss which 
the country had suffered.

People will be reminded that for this 
empty and ridiculous proceetling China 
abandoned ‘concessions which’ any other 
Power would have seized with avidity, 
and that Great Britain once more showed. 
her astuteness in Oriental diplomacy 
by humouring the folly and blindness éf 
Chinese statesmen. ‘To Great Britain 
this mission matters nothing ; no one 
in Burma or elsewhere will misunder- 
stand it; every one will recoguise it as 
an empty ceremonial performed to 
gratify Chinese vanity and fatuity, as

make pretences of giving way to irrit- 
able children in order to satisfy them. 

Meanwhile the Chinese in London 
are trying to revive the concessions 
which they ignorantly and foolishly 
threw away in 1886. But they cannot 
have their cake and eat it; they pre- 
ferred the O’Conor Convention,, and 
they are quite welcome to it. The 
view in London and Calcutta is that 
Great Britain came unexpectedly cheaply 
out of a very awkward position, The 
Chinese as we have said insisted on 
having the shadow and leaving the 
substance to us. She is welcome to her 
trampery and childish concession ; but 
we are not living now in 1886 and she 
can have no more.

THE DIET: IMPEACHMENT OF THE MINISTRY. 

The events of last week were the 
assembling of the Diet after the 16 day 
prorogation, the voting. of the Address to 
the Throne impeaching the Ministry after 
two noteworthy speeches in the Lower 
Chamber by Count Ito and Mr. Kono 
Hironaka, and the decision of the House 
to adjourn until the 25th inet., the day 
prior to the last day of the session. The 
address was published in the North-China 
Daily News about a fortnight ago, and as 
ven then it was adopted in a full house 
Gye vote of 181 eyes and 108 tose ; one or 
two miuor alterations in the phraseology 
were made. It was presented to the 
Emperor by the President of the. House, 
Mr. Hoshi ‘Toru, one‘of the-lesding spirits 
of the: Jiyuto,‘on the: afternoon‘ef the :8th 
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instant,‘ His’ Majesty signifying his inten- 
tion to readiit carefully. The country was 
not kept long in suspense as to the result, 
and on the 10ch the representatives again 
found themselves in the Hall, this time to 
receive the Emperor's reply. That reply 
is as follows :— 
‘THE IMPERIAL MESSAGE. 

In ancient days at the earliest beginning of 
the Empire, the Imperial Founder of our 
House proclaimed that he would administer 
affairs all over the (then known) world, 
have assumed sovereignty, abolished the 
feudal system, reformed the military and 
civil admivistration, and in view of the 
general condition of the world, determined 
the national principle of opening the country. 
During the twenty years’ and more which 
have elapsed since then, every part. of the 
executive has been in accordance with the 
spirit of our ancestors, and for no other 
purpose than to promote the happiness of the 

eople, and to further the prosperity of the 

tate, 

‘We also established the Diet, affording 

opportunity for the utterance of the public 
voice, that thereby the execution of the 
country’s chief and important works would 
be assisted. ‘The operation of the Constitu- 
tion’ is now in its earliest stage.. Cireum- 
spection’ is necessary. in the beginning, so 
that: success’ may’ be ensured. is’ the ‘ond ; 
to-day the outset should be right, that in 
future great results may be expected. ‘The 
progressive force of various countries of the 
world becomes more rapid day by day. At 
this present period, if time is squandered in 
disputes, and ultimately the great objects in 
view are neglected. so that opportunities for 
extending the national welfare are lost, the 
desire we cherish in view of meeting’ the 
spirits of our ancestors would be frustrated, 
and the way to reap the fair result of con- 
stitutional government would be lost. We 
entrust to our Ministers of State the daty of 
giving expression to our hopes in regard to 
the carrying out of these mportant matte 
and look with confidence to the chosen re: 
presentatives of the people to share our 
anxieties day and night. 
‘ho items of expenditure referred to in the 
67th art, of the Constitution arealready gua: 
ranteed by the terms of the article and should 
not be a cause of dispute now. However, we 
specially order the Cabinet Ministers to take 
deliberate counsel, according to essential par- 
ticulars involved in bringing the various parts 
of the administration into good order, and so 
to avoid any mistakes ; and to apply’ for our 
judgment. 

As to the matter of military defences of the 
State, a single day's neglect’ may result in a 
hundred years’ regret. We shall now econo- 
mise in the expenditure of the Household and 
shall grant, during u period of six years, three 
hundred thousand yen annually, nd we alse 
order the civil and military officers except 
those subject to special circumstances, to 
donate one-tenth of their salaries during the 
same period, and thus to meet the want of 
funds for building men-of-war. 

We trust the Cabinet and the Diet as organs 
of constitutional government, and hope that 
each will be careful of the limits of its powers 
and follow a course of harmonious co-operation 
so as to assist us in our important matters 
and to secure the beauty of successful ends.

‘The full text was published in the Official 
Gazette on the 10th instant, and 
given all the eignatures of the Ministers 
of State are appended, a somewhat novel 
feature seeing that the document in a sense 
is addressed indirectly to the Ministry as 
well as to the Diet. 


‘THE REPLY AND WHAT IT MEANS. 
It is impossible to sy what the policy of 
the House will be in view of this. Much 
twaddle has been written about it,’ parti- 
cularly in the foreign preas of the counrry, 
but to some extent that was to be expected. 
One or two of the vernacular journals have 
alrendy had outepokan articles regar 
the message, and one Tokio writer goes so 
far aa to remind his readers that it will not 
do to receive it with feelings of awe alone. 
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‘The reply requires careful consideration and 
study in the light of present dificulties, 
which demand attention and must be st 
mounted none the less because the 
peror himself has spoken. It is a pity 
the efforts of the many to gain for them- 
selves and their fellows deliversnce from 
the domiuation of two or three particular 
| clans should not receive help instead of 
discouragement from men of the race which 
has again and xgain fought the world’s 
j battles for individual rights and liberty. 
| There is, I think, no doubt that the reply is 
|a triumph for the Government, and the 
| whole, unnumbered, army of officials ; but 
it does not necessarily follow that the 
troubled waters will now subside as though 
touched by some magician’s wand, That 
of course is the hope and desire of Count 
Ito and his collesgues, who by themselves, 
and through the medium of servants in the 
vernacular and foreign press, harp con- 
stantly and all too efficacionsly on the utter 
unfitness of the country for party guvern- 
ment, It is not party government they 
fear, 80 much as 
THE ACTION OF THE MILITARY PARTY, 

which would be driven to recklessness by the 
loss of power. It is not that party govern- 
ment as party government would invite dis- 
order and chaos, but that the leaders know 
that by their sideand associated with them in 
the work of ruling the realm are resolute 
men who would not hesitate to attempt to 
regain by force what they lost by the Consti- 
tution. The men who in therselv 
theie clansmen accomplished the work of 
1868, and gave substance and power to the 
‘Throne, did not by odd concourse uf for- 
tuitous circumstance confine the executive 
control of the belligerent forces of the State 
to men of special clans, This the country. 
clearly perceives, and it is this which gives 
bitterness and vitality to the obvinus wi 
ingness of the Lower House to fasten dis- 
credit upon the Navy. ‘There has been, so 
far as I have been able to observe, no 
attempt made to conceal the fact that the 
supplies for the construction of more ‘men- 
of-war were refused, not because the need 
of additional warships was ridiculed, but 
because neither the House nor the count 
trusts the present Navy. That the p¢ 
tion of the government in regard to 
Navy bas been an unenviable one in 
many ways, the case of the Ravenna- 
Chishima Kan collision may show to 
those who have eyes to see and are free to 
use them, But unfortunately, there are 
few now-a-days who believe with Sir 
Rutherford Aleock that truth is far lest 
dangerous, to those who have the courage 
to utter it, than misapprehension or mis- 
representation, 


THE ‘‘ RAVENNA” PILOT: A JAPANESE 
COCRT'S FINDING. 

‘The decision in the case of Kitano Yoshi- 
bei upon a charge of involuntary homicide 
was rendered by Judye Kusakabe Susumu 
in the Nagasaki Chiho Saibansho on the 
Srd instant, and is as follows :— 

Kitano Yoshibei, aged 59 years, who isa 
pilot of the heimin ‘class, at No. 18, Nakaya- 
Mate-dori, Sanchome, Kobe city, at present 
residing at the house of Inouye Tai, No. 27, 
Hiratomachi, Nagasaki city, in Nagasaki 
Prefecture, having been examined upon a 
charge of involuntary homicide, it is found 
that he had been engaged by the P. & 0. 
Company, a British firm, for piloting in the 
Japanese seas, and during the time he was 
go employed be took passage in the P: & 0. 
8. S. Ravema to pilot that vessel, At 5 
P.mm., on the 29th November of. the 25th year 
of Meiji (1892), the Ratenna left Kobe bound 
for Bakan in’ Yamaguchi prefecture, her 
speed being 12 knots. Frosecuting her 
voyage, at 4.45 am. of the 30th of the 
same month, she was in the sea south of 
Nobutsuna island in Iyo. province, Ehime 
| Prefecture, Tsurushima lighthouse, ‘and saw 
| the white light of asteamer, distant about five 
nautical miles. As there was no necessity to 
make preparations to avoid collision, the 
usual course was taken, but as a vessel had 




































































































been sighted ahead, greater care was used. 
From 4.50 a.m. the course was altered five 
degrees west as. compared with the usual 
course. When it was judged that the course 
had been changed about ten degrees west, 
the three lights of the other ship were seea 
at once, at 4.53 a.m., for the first-time. Ac- 
cordingly it was seen that the other ship had 
suddenly starboarded her helm. 

However, the prisoner ported his. helm, 
and signals were made to cause the other 
ship to change her course and port, so that 
the two vessels would have passed with their 
red lights towards each other. In this mau- 
ner the ship was run toa place whero a colli- 
sion was liable to occur, instead of keeping 
on her course, although the other ship kept 
out of the way frst, 

This was a want of caution on the part of 
the defendant, and the danger became immi- 
nent, the opportanity of taking proper 
‘measures to provide for the emergency’ bein; 
lost. Although orders to put the hela hari 
a port and to stop and go astern were given, 
they were ineffectual ‘and she consequently 
struck the other ship about midships on the 
starboard side, at full speed, with the stem 
of the vessel, entting the former almost in 
two. Ina moment she went to the bottom, 
in the neighbourhood of Lat. 33.56.20 N., 
Lon 182.40 B., in the strait of Mutouki Is- 
land and Orii Island. 

The ship that went to the bottom was’ the 
Japanese man-of-war Chishima: Kan, ‘Lieut. 
Kaburaki, Acting Commander, with 89 others 
on board. The Chishima Kan left Nagasaki 
at 3.a.m. on the 30th November of the 25th 
year of Meiji, (1892) for Kobe. Proceeding 
dn her voyage, at 4.40 a.m, the white light of 
the Ravenna was sighted about } point on the 
starboard bow, ata distance of about 7 
chains from ‘Touri island. After proceeding 
on her course for four or five miuutes, neither: 
the red nor green lights of the Ravenna could 
be made out, and the helm was accordingly 
starboarded a little, and the ship continued on. 
that course for about 7 minutes. During this 
time the white light of the Ravenna was kept 
‘on the starboard side all the time, and as the 
ships approached each other, the Chivhima 
Kan’s helm was starboarded 15 degrees. Two 
or three minutes afterwards the green light of 
the Ravenna was sighted. As, however, the 
green light was being shut out by degrees, 
the Chishima Kan's helm was put hard: 
a-starboard, and a signal was given. At the 
same time the green light of the other ship 
disappeared, and the red light came in sight. 
Next moment the stem of the other 
struck the Chishima Kan violently, at fu 
speed, atidships on the starboard side. A 
moment afterwards the ship went to the 
Bottom, and of those on board of her, Lieut. 
Kijima and 73 others were drowned, whilst 
Kaburaki Makoto and 15 others were saved 
alive, but of the latter, Kaburaki Makoto 
and nine others were wounded and tempora- 
tily incapacitated for labour, which resulted 
from the negligence of the defendant, Kitano 
Yoshibei. 

The above facts having been proved by 
sufficient evidence, the Court is of opinion 
with reference to the law, that it is a delict 
which should come under the provisions of 
Art. 17 and 19 of the Penai Code, as he 
violated the provisions of Art. 21 of the Law 
for the Prevention of Collisions at Sea, (No. 
5 of 1881) Art. 22 of the Regulations for the 
Prevention of Collisions at Sea, (Law No. 5, 
of 1880) and Art. 27 of the same (Art. 23 of 
1880). ‘The case is therefore transferred to 
the public trial of misdemeanours in the Naga- 
saki Chiho Saibansho in accordance with Art. 
167 of the Code of Criminal Procedure.

S. Baker, Pereira, P. Morriss, and 
Thompson, all brother officers of the 
deceased gentlemen in the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, acted as pall-bearers. 
‘Major-General Palmer, a gentleman who is 
probably known to a great number in 
Shanghai, died on Friday night. The 
deceased gentleman was jor some years 
resident at Hongkong as aide-de-camp to 
Sir John Pope Hennessey during the latter’s 
Governorship of the Colony. Arriving in 
Japan some years since, General Palmer 
planned and superintended the cor i 
of the Yokohama Water Works, 
completion of the Yokohama Water Works, 
his experience and judgment have on 
more than one occasion been sought in con- 
nection with similar projects ; and to him 
was entrusted the construction of the 
Yokohama Harbour Works, av undertaking 
which he has not been permitted to see 
finished. Asa correspondent of the Times 
and asa frequent writer in other journals, 
notably the Japan Mail, Major-General 
Palmer is doubtless known to a very wi 
circle, by whom his death, at the age of 54, 
will be greatly regretted. The canso of 
death was typhoid fever, aggravated by

THE PROPOSED SCHOOL GRANT.

Sm,—I trust you will think it right to 
afford’ me space for a few additional parti- 
culars in reference to facts come to my 
knowledge since the date of my recent 
communication on the above subject. I 
do not intend to refer to sentiments of pre- 
judice against ‘* Jesuits.” They are, it is 
to be hoped, exploded relics of the past ;

Far Enst, you will not, I feel satisfied, 
think that it sliould be ignored, in a case 
of public interest such as the present. 

Lord Roberts, late Commander of the 
rces in India, at the Christmas distribu- 

of prizes at the St. Xavier's College, 
Caleutta, spoke in high commendation of 
the teaching, and of the teachers. ‘The 
life of St. Xavier,” he said, after expatiating 
on the good results of the instruction im- 
parted in India to his own knowledgi 
“The life of St. Xavier affords an example 
of self-denial, devotion to duty, and regard 
fer the welfare of his fellow-creatures, 
which we should all do well to try and 
folow. . . . I would express my high 
appreciation of the manner in which this 
institution is administered by the Very 
Reverend the Rector, and the Reverend 
Fathers who constitute the College staff. 
Tn their devotion to their beneficent work 
they worthily follow the example of “the 
Saint from whom this College takes its 
name, and the founder of the Society to 
which they belong.” 

On the bth of December Lord Harris, 
Governor of Bombay, as reported in The 
Englishman, congratulated the Fathers of 
the local St. Xavier's College on the excel~ 
lent reeults of their work ; and expressed 
his hope that “the suocess they have met 
with in the past will encourage them to 
pursue their charitable and benevolent 
Inbours in the cause of the education of 
the people of this country.” (Bombay Gazette 
Budget, 7th January, 1893.) 

A writer in the Temperance Union of the 
9th instant, observes, —“'Tt is not often'we 
see three ‘schoolmates and particularly

722 churches, with, say, at least 2 
guardians for each ; 633 echvols, with 794 
schoolmasters or schoolmistresses, and 
10,917 pupils, —the majority,—in fact, four- 
fifths,—entirely at the charge of the 
Mission, 

Upon these figures, we should conclude, 
with a lately disillusioned believer in the 
“wealth of the Jesuits,” that to take the 
revenues of the Mission, and assume their 
liabilities would be, as a matter of business, 
the wrong thing to do, The Fathers are, 
in fact considerably in debt under the 
pressure of this ‘ fabulous wealth.” 

Of course the thousands and tens of 
thousands of dollars appropriated to the 
work of education in Shangh 
sacrifice on the part of the Mi 
the more'especially as they ar 
tion to make their money go sv far 
‘amongst purely necussitous people. ‘They 
can provide instruction for say four indig- 
ent pupils where a secular school will 
barely provide for one. For the travelling 
expenses of a paid teacher from Europe, 
they can board apd educate five or six boys 
for a twelvemonth ; and, under ordinary 
circumstances, they will maintain and 
instruct two necessitous buys for every one 
that the existing endowed schools could. 

T will not venture to occupy further your 
valuable apace, or to question the sense of 
equity of the Shanghai community by 
saldlig's single observation.

BRUTAL ATTACK ON A FRENCH 
PRIEST IN COREA. 


We learn from Corea that Ptre M. 
Tozeau, Catholic Missionary, has just been 
the victim of an infamous attack, which 
nearly cost him his life, The circumstances 
are as follows :—On the 18h of December 
Father Jozeau was passing quietly towards 
sunset through the market town of Kin- 
chien, which is situated on the road 
g the province of Chiung-chien to 
Ki ‘He was accompanied by a 
teacher and a boy, and as soon as the crowd 

ed him, they began to shout: 
igner ! Stone him!” Pore 
Jozeau paid no attention to these threats 
but kept quietly on ; svon the number of 
rowdies increased to a legion, the threaten- 
i louder, and it became evident 
8 were coming to a ci And 
issionary had barely crossed 
the bridge opposite the market, he was 
attacked by a crowd of more than five 
hundred persons, . They threw themselves 
upon him, knocked him down, and kicked 
him to and fro, Ten times he managed to 
get to his feet, and was thrown down 
again ; and after the mob had torn out his 
beard, they beat him unmercifully, and 
then tried to bury him alive iu the sand. 

At last, with night coming on, tired of 
beating him, and somewhat alarmed doubt: 
less ut the possible consequences of com- 
mitting murder, always a serious matter 
in Cures, the mob dispersed, leaving the 
missionary and his compavions half dead 
on the ground. Happily, a Christien lived 
not far off, and to his house Pere Jozeau 
succeeded in dragging himself, He was 
literally worn out, covered with wounds 
from head to foot, and for several days ic 
was doubtful whether he would not siuk 
under the violence he had undergone. 


The texcher who was with him was not 
spared. His hair was all torn out by the 
roots, one arm was rendered uscless, aud 
he was seriously injured about the body. 
uissionary’s young bey was also made 
master’s sufferings, and was 
seriously ill-treated, 


It is perhaps worth while to recall that in 
1891 at Taikou, in the centre of the southern 
provinces, a similar attack was directed 
against another imissionary. That act of 
savagery was the more odious, in that it 
twas encouraged by the prefect himself, By 
the serious and energetic representations 
of M. Collin de Plancy, the Curean govern- 
ment was then made to remember that the 
era of the sauguinary tragedies of 1866 had 
passed away, and the guilty parties were 
judged by their country’s law, and received 
the punishment they deserved. Justice 
was sati-fied on the day that this reparation 
was exncted, and more done for 
the honour of western influen 
ing the minds of theso orientals, 
done by all the concessions of rights in 
treaties, which sometimes seem only to 
have been obtained in order that they may

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NOTES ON THE I.P.0. PROPOSALS. 


L—The present method of conducting 
the L.P.O. inflicts on the bulk of the 
Shanghai community a very real grievance. 
‘The charge of two cents per half ounce for 
local, and five cents for outport letters 
for the service rendered, exorbitant. 
Since there is no option for ordinary folk 
‘but to pay these excessive rates, or sub- 
scribe Tis. 30 « year—in their case n more 
excessive payment atill—it is high time to 
have a change. 

2.—Although the authorities ofthe L.P.O. 
complain that people take a mean advantay: 
of it, the matter is really otherwise. It is 
the L.P.O. which has hitherto taken @ 
mean advantage of the people. If in some 
cases payment is ‘oveded i¢ has only iteelf 
jank, Human nature, as at present 
ituted, when it has no other alter- 
native than to take advantage, or be taken 
advantage of, will sometimes no doubt 
prefer the former. 























$.—The proposed reductions when 
coupled with the half ounce as the unit of 
weight will be found insufficient.

d.—Of the newspapers which must either 
raise their rates of subscription or com: 
pound with the L,P.0, for a yearly 
payment. But if they are allowed to do 
so why not others? Aud if others, what 
becomes of universal compulsory prepay 
ment? 

e.—Of the person who jiuadvertently 
posts an unpaid or underpaid letter for an 
outport, Asat most of these the L.P.O. 
hus no means of collecting short postage 
such a letter would not be forwarded—as 
is the present practice with known non- 
subscribers’ letters when underpaid. As 
neither sender nor receiver would be aware 
of this detention the consequences might 
often be serious, 

f.—Of residents in the interior whose 
home correspondence can only reach the 
foreign post «flices in Shanghai through the 
ageney of the L.P.O, ‘These being com- 
pelled to use L.P.O. stamps in addition to 
the foreign Dostage will thus have to pay 
double for every letter.

THE SOURCES OF THE 
ANTI-FOREIGN DISTURBANCES 
IN CHINA.

THE SOURCES AS FOUND IN THE ROMAN 
‘CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

(1) The first source of the disturbance 
which is found in the policy of the Catholic 
Church in China, is its assumption of 
political power, The first evidence of the 
baneful tendency of this policy may be 
detected in the history of that Church 
during the opening, years of the present 
Manchu dynasty. ‘The Church was directed 
by men of learning, ingenuity and devotion, 
and had gained converts from some of the 
most influential in the Empire. ‘The cele- 
brated Emperor K ‘ang Hsi had favoured the 
Church in many ways, but of such favours 
the missionaries of to-day are totally 
deprived. And iyet came the Ymperial orders 
of expulsion, “The simple clue to the 
collision was the enforcement of a Papal 
“Bull” in opposition to the will of the 
Emperor, and this was united with the poli- 
tical power of the Jesuits in Peking, not 
by any means a false assumption, but 
tending under the circumstances to create 
an impression of some hidden political de- 
sign. ‘The suspicion increased when some 
of the Jesuits during the reign of the 
following Emperor, Yung Chéng, joined a 

lot to supplant him by a younger brother. 
1e im ion then made has never wholly 
ceased, but the fear of the priest as some 
political agent has prevailed most dis- 
astrously to all spiritual efforts, 

‘When in 1860 the Treaty of China with 
France was established, recognising the 
connection of the Roman Catholic missiona- 
ries with the French Minister, and the 
restoration of ancient property, at once 
came the assumption of political power 
and status, which have exist till 
to-day, and have offended the Chinese 
in countless cases. The records of the 
Catholic Church have again and again 
revealed the status assumed, rightly or 
wrongly. The extent of the official preten- 
sion differs in different provinces, but the 
main feature exists everywhere. The bishop 
will in many cases adopt one of the 
official buttons, either red or blue, will 
have a cannon fired on leaving or arrival, 
will ride in a green sedan-chair with four 
or more bearers, attended by persons ridi 
on horse-back, by another carrying 
umbrella, and by a larger or smaller retinue 
on foot, all of which are the symbols of a 
mandarin of the rank of Taotai or Go- 
vernor. Proclamations prepared much like 
those of the officials, and stamped with a 
seal, are issued to the converts or 
at the main entrance of the cathedrals 
This no doubt may carry awe to the mind. 
of the ignorant and weak peasantry, but 
it breeds jealousy and spitefulness in the 
hearts of the mandarins and literati. The 
Circular issued by the Tsungli Yamén in 
1871 mentioned several cases of Roman 




















ig the recall of certain officials, or passing 
themselves off for Provincial Governors. 
‘The Yamén then adds : ‘So it is not only 
the authority of simple functionaries that 
they assume ; they claim, further, a power 
which the Sovereign alone possesses. After 
such acts how could general indignation 
fail to be aroused ?” 

Shortly after the Treaties of 1860 were 
made known, a certain bishop, with the 
firing of a cannon and all the display we 
have just mentioned, went in his chair to 
the main entrance of the Governor's yamén, 





ici 
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and forced from the conservative and hostile 
man an interview. ‘The Governor at once 
swore eternal hatred to all foreigners, and 
even after he had retired from office and 
become one of the gentry, he headed again 
and again opposition to the foreigners, 
resulting in some eases in serious riots. 

We have heard of a certain bishop who 
complained to a Chinese official because the 
Chinese people in a certain city did not 
speak of him as “His Honour.” The 
otticial excused himself, from remedying 
the supposed evil, and the people went on 
to the greater evil of making trouble and 
tearing down property. As one was heard 
to say: “Who appointed this ‘foreign 
devil’ to be our official ?” 

Several years ago the Governor of Hong- 
kong, who was a Roman Catholic, exerted 
himself to remove these pretentious displays 
on the Chinese mainland, but he soon found 
that the policy was a determined one, as in 
many another country. 

We acknowledge that the riots of 1891 
did not seem due to this quality which we 
have named, but the anti-foreign feeling in 
many of the provinces, such as Kueichow, 
Szechuan, Kuangtung, and Shantung has 
been thus intensified, if the complaints of 
people and officials may be trusted as true 
and sincere. 

We should also acknowledge that. there 
isa degree of reason in the Roman policy. 
The Pope is reckoned as the equal if not 
syperior of the Emperor, and his Legate 
should be received like the Minister of 
Foreign Power. The bishops whom he 
appoints are placed over dioceses as large 
as the jurisdiction allotted by the Emperor 
to a Taotai or Governor. As the bishops 
conform to Chinese usage, they therefore 














adopt the rank of a mandarin of a higher 
fe. Granting all this, is the policy 
expedient? Even if the authority is equal 


to that of Taotai or Governor, is it neces- 
to assume all the political pararphernalia, 
and may not a more simple style be equally 
suited to a spiritual power, and far less 
prejudicial to its interests? In any case its 
assumption of political as well as spiritual 
power can only work jealousy and friction, 
and culminate in collision or resistance,

Tt. was chilly ou the Great River, though 
the m-rning was one vf mid-September, 
and the sun, already high, glittered. through 
the trees abut the Custom House. in 
the scarf of mist that girded the horizon 
the russet flush was paling into tones of 
violet and smoky grey.

day was waxing warm at Inst, but not too 
warm for wa king, and during the first hour 
or more we disclaimed the luxury of chairs, 
to the grext and gleeful astonishment of 
our porters, ‘The morning was one to 
dream of : «grey luminous veil overspread 
the sky. ‘There was just enough muve- 
ment in the atmosphere to keep it from 

ptuous atmosphere, 
one like the waves of 4 topical 
nd full of vaguo vegetable sour 
through which we had to pa 
of alluvial mad, stretching with- 
out a break to the skyline, watered by 
many cannls, tufted with ‘willows, and 
teeming with crops aud inhabitants, A 
network of dusty tracks wanders among 
the fields. ‘The one wo followed, a little 
1 the rest in its quality 
about in wayward curt 
loops, with a general direction nort 
ward’ to Yangchow, Near the river it 
dips into deep reed-belts, a rustling wall of 
ten or fifteen feot high on either side, 
Further on, in. places, tall willow-trees, 
woefully lopped of their lower boughs, 
range theniselves into short avenues, 
mingling theic thin  leufage overhead, 
‘Lhe bamboo is much cultivated, in dark 
copses that sift x green twilight through 
their slender aisles ; and x curious feature 
of the landscape was the inevitable grove of 
sunflowers hanging their large sleepy heads 
beside every cottage. It was pretty to see 
how often the m al hut was beauti- 
fied by melon-v in a luxuriant 
tangle over the thateh, and peas tliat spread 
upon the rotten reed fence their shevts of 
delicate green and tassels of purple blossuni. 
In sedgy pools, whose clear brown water 
was inexpressibly grateful to the eye after 
long acquaintaince with Yangtze mud, the 
kingfisher skimmed along, blue as a’ bead 
of molten steel. In other ponds, again, 
whole tribes of ducks quacked and gobbled ; 
while basking on the bank, the lord of 
many ducks calmily surveyed his vociferous 
subjects; his sceptre laid beside him in 
the grass, « bamboo rod twenty feet long 
with a strip of rag fusteued Jasivige wt the 
end. 

From time to time little companies of 
travellers passed by ; sume afuot, some on 
wheelbarrows or bu chairs, the greater 
nouiber bestriding donkeys or mules, These 
were ulways & petui 
blue garments making 
the scarlet -housings ; and for along time 
after they were past we could hear the 
pleasant tinkle of their bells. 
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People saluted us cheerily from the fields, 
where they were. reaping the last of the 
rice with a sickle that may. be described as 
a miniature scythe. Most. of the crop, 
however, was already harvested; and ou 
threshing-floors we saw men beating out 

‘gain on wooden frames shaped some- 
what like a bedstead. The sesamum was 
being gathered in too, aud stood in 
endiess dry brown sheaves against the barn 
walls. As a rule, only women and girle 
wero left behind at the farmhouses. 
As we approached, the younger ones, 
after ‘atare, would scamper 
away ; while the old dames, wrinkled and 
hideous, stood their ground, stonily imper- 
turbable, Their attitude, was a 
the same, as if suddenly frozen in the act 
of lifting the pipe to the half-opened lips. 

I think the most-agreeable and une: 
pected feature of our trip was, that not a 

ingle dog took’ the slightest notice of us. 
There was no scarcity of the brutes, but 
the few that were stirring seemed only half 
awake; the rest lay coiled up, dozing in 
the warm air, worn out, I suppose, by a 
Jong night’s barking. A Chinese dog always 
selects the middle of the road for his bed, and 
slumbers thero tranquilly. You may see 
Jong cavaloades, mat and beast alike picking 
their way to one side ; he would not budge 
for the Himperor. i 

The density of the human swarm in ¢ 
plain is extraordinary, ‘even fur. Chin 

fouses and groups of houses are every- 
where ; and three or four times in the hour 
we passed through considerable hauwlets, 
with their tea-houses, cookshops, beggars, 
children, donkeys, aud dirt. There is a 
population of the the little 
tumuli standing thick in grassy stri 
the road: jes gathered 
large well-delined enclosures that might be 
called cemeteries. 

‘About half-way, we came upon a ruinous 
red building, of sinister and sepulchra 
hapect, that stood in a lonely hollow pla 
encompassed by stuuted bamboos and ridg 
of graveyard ground. From this den there 
came forth two things int human shape gaunt 
as greyhounds, swarthy as Moots, with 
rags of incredible filthiness clinging’ about 
them, brass circlets round their foreheads, 
and ‘watted elflocks falling over their 
shoulders. As they stood glaring on us 
with eyes like live coals, there was aome- 
thing sv ghoul-like and diabolical in their 
appearance that I confess I shuddered, The 
next moment they disxppeared, crouching 
like wild bensts through the low doorway. 
Twas not overpleased when B, remarked : 
“Those are mendicant monks, w'est-ce

A filo of soldiers, with long bayonets over 
their shoulders, was issuing citywards, and 
tnde bright streak of colour om the gras, 
A little past the pagoda we climbed a bank 
and bad before us the populous canal and 
the city walls beyond. Some distance 
ahead, among the crowded masts was the 
red flag of a houseboat, which had been 
sent on the night before. We hailed it 
with joy, for it was past eleven o'clock ; 
we had come fifteen miles and more on.a 
cup of coffee; and famine was gnawing at 
our entrails. Tiffin was soun ready’; and, 


the first rage of bunger and thirst aj : 
wo fall. co iscusstog oat plans’ for the 


day. 

t should be shamefully abusing the 
reader's confidence were I to pretend that 
‘Yangchow can chow the slightest trace of its 
illustrious medieval governor ; or, indeed, 
that there-is anything whatever of extra- 
ordinary note in it. One Chinese city, as 
wrale, resembles another even more 
chan one Chinaman. does another.

will find in them all the same empty apaces, 
narrow streets, strident crowds, lavish filth, 
and unspeakable But Yangeliow, 
besides being thriving town of three 
hundred thousand souls and upwards, aud 
the seat of the Salt Commissioner for the 
province, with all his tribe, enjoys nmong 
the Chinese a special celebrity as a city of 
pleasure ; a character it has borne ever 
since the early years of the Ming dyuasty, 
when it played the part of a Baie to the 
Imperial court of Nanking. Its paluy days 
are long flown ; but even now it continues 
to bea favourite resort of retired officials 
and merchants who lave ade # fortune.

OF the hundred 
crafts and industries that fourish here, two 
only possess any great interest fur the 
foreign visitor : flowers and curios. The 
letter have the best part of a fine street 
consecrated to them ; xs for the former, 
they are to be found’ iu nurseries within 
the walle and for many miles round about, 
where in theie due seasons you way buy 
full-scented gardenias and jasmines, perch 
trees nine inches high in full blossom, 
dolicately-tinted peonies, phenomenal chry- 
santhemums, and all the other beautiful 
or curious pluuts cherished by Chinese 
amateurs, 

‘As the city lies west of the Canal, we 
had to cross with « crowd wf other passen- 
gers by the ferry, remarking on the way 
what copious store of fuel Ixy ready for the 
market in two lung strings of bats, the 
one stacked high with reeds, the other 














































nding around the greater 
ct of the city walls ; but it hae long ago 
roken down from neglect, strewing the 
bottom of the channel with huge blocks of 
one, This circumstance is far from 
tending to lessen the risk to navigation 
caused by the current, which runs like a 
mill race. 

B. had a letter 10 the French Mission, 
and as it was close at hand we went there 
fitst. The Superior had gone up country 
somewhere ; but we were very courteously 
received by'a little Chinese priest, smiling, 
spectacled, and urbane, who saluted us as 
carissimé fratres, speaking Latin with amaz- 
ing volubility wud a strong French accent. 
As odd a rencontre as we could have 
dreamt of, and ut a little embarrassing 
into the bargain. I had to bear the 
brunt of the conversation; for B. only 
came to the rescue at rare intervals, 
hurling a verb or adjective, generally 
the wrong one, into the breach. This being 
sternly veracious history, I ‘am bound to 
own that I did not shine asa spokesman. 
Bat I would rather not dwell on the subject. 
It is too painful. Let the veil descend. 
Enough to say that never again shall I be 
able to quote Horace without feeling a rank 
impostor. .

Plaintiff stated that the Teviot arrived in 
Shanghai on 10th January, with 83 bags 
‘of mangrove bark for him from Penang, 
Plaintiff applied at the Customs next day, 
and on 9th February, sent his anan down 
to the wharf to take delivery of the bark. 

His Honour—Then you let a whole 
month elapse before “applying for the 
gords? * : 

Plaintiff—Yes, I. preferred to keep it in 
th godown ‘and pay godown rent. 

‘Honour—But did you take no. steps 
to rtain whether it had been landed or 
not until 9th February? 

Piaintiff—No. On that day I sent down 
to take delivery and my man found there 
were 11 bags short. I made a bill out for 
the missing bags and presented it to 
Messrs. Dodwell, Carlill & Co., but they 
refused to pay it. They said the captain 
of the steamer had told them not to pay 











me. 

Mr. Tulloch, who appeared for the 
defendants, said they never notified cou- 
signees of ‘any shortage, That was con: 
signee’s look-out. ‘They advertived that all 
claims against the Teviot should be sent in 
before 25th January, or they would not be 
recognised, -but the first intimation they 
got that plaintiff had any claim against 
them, was on the 18th of this month, after 
the Zeviot had left Shanghai.

‘completed their annual settling and accounts with consumate ease, and their situation is one which they can regard with much 

satisfaction, profits being larger and more evenly distributed than has been the case for many years; indeed, the position, more especially 

es Gutetandings of uncleared goods with the formerly long sufering importer, is a healthier one than has prevailed fora petiod 

the length of which I hesitate to record. ‘The market re-opened on the 22nd inst., when the customary auctions were resumed, and dealers 

sented themselves in holiday attire to pay their usual formal New-Year calls and made various purchases of a more or less 

* complimentary ” nature—a term of rather Reubtful inference because the compliment does not. generally have any advantage in price 

attaching to it. ‘The business under review is referred to in detail below, from which it will be noticed that prices generally indicate a 
fully strong market, and sales a more comprehensive enquiry. 

‘Advices from TrsNrsrx report mild weather with rains, and a probability of the Peto being navigable by the end of the month, under 
the influence of which information the Steamer Companies here Have to-day advertized a fleet of nine steamers to clear for the North on 
the 3rd proximo, and sail on the following day. This is rather earlier than the Piece Goods dealers care about, because the smaller 
non-tidal creeks, permeating the Northern Provinces remain icebound and cargo shipped hence on the dates indicated will arrive in 
‘Tientsin before the Northern traders can gt there, always a contingency to be avoided, for experience proves that these merchants buy 
better when they have to wait the arrival of supplies rather than when they themselves arrive to find the port already glutted wit 
stocks of the articles they have come to purchase. 

Latest Mancuesten telegrams report a steady but not active Market, while prospects of a termination to the great Lancashire 
strike seem aa remote aa ever’ indeed Reuter to-day informs us that the strike ia increasing.
